ither, a feeble old man In the dangerous 
choler of his dotage, stands at the door 
of the Basilica brandishing the thunder- 
bolts of Home and threatening to let 
slip the doga of war. The present ven- 
erable Pontiff is wholly under the con- 
trol of the Jesuits, those wreckers of na- 


•us, and if his life be spared ft few 


years longrr under such dangerous con- 
ditions, th;re is too much reason to fear 
that sorce net of insufferable aggression 
or servile folly may kindle a conflagra- 
tion that will sweep round the circum- 
ference of tlie world.

During the late bank 
panic the Superintendent, wishing to aid 
in relieving the financial pressure on 
the business community, purchased 
large quantities of bullion from the

As the TJUBUNK predicted, the Ninth- 


street confidence concern has commenced 
its swindling practices on the taxpayers 
of the city on the first opportunity 
whfch patented itself. 
The Council 


awarded the contract for the city print- 
ing to the " Oakland News Company " 
upon the bid of a party who goes by 
the name of Sullivan. The Council 
doubtless acted iu the belief that the 
"Company" was a legal concern. 
Pending the preliminary arrangements 
for perfecting the contract, the City 
Clerk was directed to wad the city ad- 
vertising to the confidence concern upon 
their agreeing to do the work according 
to the rates of their bid. One proposal 
iii thotydof th* fraudulent " Company " 
reads as follows : 


For 10.000 cms more or less,. oinjirif mg ail- 


verttrenicntB for proposals and resolnttoiu of 
•ward of contracts, for ftve Imrtluui per 1.000 
enw, forty conts. 
That is to say the concern agreed to 
print an advertisement containing one 
thousand ems of type five times for 
forty cents. Among the advertisements 
which have been famished to the ' Com- 
pany" was u notice of the award of con- 
tract to the Oakland Paving Company 
for work on Fourteenth street. The no- 
tice measures 713 ems, which at the 
contract pnco omonnU to twenty-eight 
cents and five mills. The confidence 
concern sent in a bill ol $1 50, which 
was paid by the City Marshal—and the 


ropeity owners interested in that work 
were swindled to the amount of one 


ollar twenty-one cents and five mills, 
'he second bill was for notice of award 
( contract to Daniel Carlisle for side- 
walks on Market street. The notice 
measures 641 ems, which, at contract 
>rice, amounts to twenty-five cents and 
even mills—and for which the "Com- 
pany" sent iu a bill of $1 30 -another 
windle of one dollar four cents and 
three mills. These are small amounts, 
but they are nevertheless swindles, and 
show a dishonest motive as plainly as 
I they reached into the hundreds of dol- 
ars. It looks very much as though the 


rbhttl were either a party to the fraud 


or negligent of his duties, as it is his 
business to know that these bills are cor- 
rect before they are paid. Ttte officer's 


osition is between the thieves and the 
iroperty-owners, and not on the side ol 
he thieves anil against the property

tea between China and New York by 
the Central Pacific Kailroad Company, 
according to late Eastern advices, bos 
had a salutary effect on tho trade.
